duced in Asia—but are coarse-grain- 
ed and inedible, fit only'for'livestock 
feed. 


Hope's 195-pound melon has never, 


so far as we know, been challenged 
as the world's largest standard edible 
variety, commonly accepted in the 
commercial markets. 


Ours was a 195-pound Triumph mel- 


on, a definite commodity in the food 
markets of the world. 


The Tigris river valley monsters 


Mr. Mitchell refers to arc well known 
to local growers and the public—but 
they have nothing to do with what 
we arc talking about. 


And I believe this is a position on 


which Mr. Mitchell, after due consid- 
eration of the facts, will agree with 
us.

Oil Pipeline 
to Atlantic 
Is Proposed 


Would Carry Oil 
Overland 2,000 
Miles from Texas, 
Louisiana 


NEW YORK—(fl')—A pipeline more 


than 2,000 miles long to carry oil from 
the big Texas-Louisiana oil center to 
the Atlantic seaboard was projected 
Saturday in answer to the problem 
of moving oil now carried by large 
tankers. 


Oil circles gave details that such a 


line would cost more than 60 million 
dollars and would carry from 250 to 
300 thousand barrels of oil per day. 


The pipeline would be financed by 


eastern oil companies. 


The report came on the heels of the 


appointment of a petroleum defense 
commission which was asked to be set 
up by the Production Management 
board.

Flight Aided 


Radio Says Plane 
Designer Helped 
Nazi Head 


LONDON — (yp) - "Unknown disclo- 


sure" of Rudolf Hess, German leader 
who flew to England, and a sugges- 
tion that a proposed purge had in- 
cluded the Nazi official and fighting' 
plane designer Willi Messerschmltt 
were topics of a broadcast by the 
British Saturday. 


The government radio said, broad- 


casting in Germany for benefit of the 
German people it might reach, there 
were rumors that Messerschmitl might 
have aided Hess in his flight. He has 
a private field near Augsburg, from 
where Hess started his strange jour- 
ney a week ago Saturday. 


Further rumors said the machine 


Hess used was one of the latest models 
and one not yet in the German ser- 
vice. 


The plane was not a Messerschmitt 


110 as reported, the broadcast said.

|As early as 1938, following the hur- 


ribane which huffed and puffed dis- 
"as)er down the whole northeast coast, 
Mayor LaGuardia established a per- 
manent Disaster Control Board. Even 
before the outbreak of war only a 
year later, the Board had taken stock 
of the city's vital utilities and made 
plans for their emergency use. 


Disaster Control Force 


Subsequently the Police Depart- 


ment established a Disaster Control 
Force. At present it consists of some 
1GOO men who have been thoroughly 
trained in everything from control of 
crowds and first aid to the recon- 
struction of communications lines. In 
addition, the entire police force has 
been receiving special instruction in 
civilian protection problems. 


On the Mayor's advice,' the Fire 


Department last fall sent representa- 
tives to London to study the problem 
of incendiaries under the hot, flicker- 
ing light of fires they had started. 


In addition to these basic steps, plans 


are being made by the other city de- 
partments—including surveys of evac- 
uation facilities. Representatives of 
the- city are also attending lectures on

when a general had it pretty soft 
far back of the lines with plenty to 
cat and no mud, but in this war a 
lot of generals have been right out 
in front of the battle—or else the 
battle has caught up with them. 


A German broadcast in May, 1940, 


during the invasion of France, told 
how panzer troops captured the town 
of La Capelle. The last resistance came 
from the postoffice, said the reporter, 
telling how cannon had crumbled its 
walls. He continued: 


"Two elderly French generals step- 


ped out without arms, one a division 
general and the other a brigadier. A 
German tank sped up, carrying a 
German general, 
who 
told 
them, 


I regret the circumstances under which 
we meet. May I express my respects 
regarding the brave manner in which 
your troops fought this battle?" 


Gen. Wilhelm List (now German 


field marshal in the Balkans) once 
captured 15 French soldiers single- 
handed. 


Seven French generals were killed 


in action in the battle of Flanders 
and several others were taken prison- 
er, fighting to the last with what re- 
mained of their divisions. "

tacks during the months of April, the 
ministery of Home Security announced

Of the dead 2,912 were men, 2,418 


were women, 680 were children under 
16 and 55 were unclassified.

A consumer buying increase of 33,7- 


per cent, secured in test cities through* 
application to newspapers of the radio 
technique of sustained continuity and 
repetition, is the basis for an an- 
nouncement of the largest fall news^ 
paper schedule in the history of the 
H. J. Heinz company, according to 
Franklin Bell, advertising manager. 


A fifteen-months study of more ef- 


fective uses of newspaper space has 
just been completed by the Heinz ad^ 
veitising agency, Maxon, Inc.. De- 
troit. 


Test campaigns were conducted in, 


21 newspapers from coast-to-coast in 
cities 
representative 
of 
each im- 


portant population group. Each news- 
paper received a minimum schedule 
of 3 to 5 advei tisements per week 
for 13 consecutive weeks. 


The extent of consumer buying, and 


consumer "awareness" of the variett 
ies to be advertised, prior to release 
of the advertising was determined by 
independent 
research 
organizations. 


These findings weie later compared 
with identical consumer surveys fol- 
lowing completion of the 13-week test 
campaigns. 


A total of 345S consumer inter* 


views were compelled before the 
tests, and 3505 after the tests. On the 
befoie suiveys, 1521 housewives weie 
famihai \\ith the Heinz VaueUes to 
be adveitiied and 713 weie aheady 
logulailj buying these \aiiSties.

But the secretary suggests this ad- 


ditional proviso: that such an alien, 
having asked and received exemption, 
should never thereafter be allowed 
to become a citizen of the United 
States. 


So aliens, too, must choose, if they 


are called up in the draft. If they 
are merely temporary residents in the 
country on business, they will, of 
course, ask and receive exemption. 
£,'uch people do not ordinarily expect 
to become citizens anyway, so no 
hardship will be worked. 


But thousands of aliens are .in a 


different case. They have come to the 
United States vaguely expecting at 
some time to become citizens and 
fully identify themselves with the na- 
tional life. Such a man should no 
more be exempted than a citizen. 
He benefits daily from the security 
and conditions of' the national life. 
He expects to benefit from them 
for an indefinite time in the future. 
He should bear his share in preserv- 
ing them. 


It would be unfair indeed for such 


a one to refuse armed service, to 
watch American citizens serve and 
perhaps die to preserve free condi- 
tions, and then, the emergency over, 
apply 
xfor and receive the benefits of 


citizenship. 


To bar forever from citiznship a 


man'who was unwilling at time of 
crisis to bear the burden that citizens 
bear is no injustice. It is elementary 
fairness that at times like' this aliens.! 
too. should be required to ihpose.

WASHINGTON - 
What the wnr, 


national defense and the lend-loose 
program are doing to the American 
farmer is one of the strangest para- 
doxes In this strangest of nil world 
situations. 


On one hand, the real or potential 


world markets which mean the dif- 
ference between a fair living and pov- 
erty to the growers o f / o u r 
"sur- 


plus" crops (principally cotton, to- 
bacco and wheat) have been wiped 
out. 


On the other hand, such a demand 


for other farm products is being creat- 
ed that it is quite possible thousands 
of American farmers are entering a 
new era. It won't be nn era of "sky's- 
the-limit" prosperity, but officials be- 
lieve it should be one of decent liv- 
ing and fair return. And if the De- 
partment of Agriculture carries out 
Its present aims, this era won't be; 
followed by black depression, dust 
storms and 'starving Jo'ads such as 
came in the wake of the World War. 


To take the gloomy side first: In 


recent years about half of some of 
our types of tobacco, 20 per cent of 
our cotton, 20 to 50 per cent of some 
fruits nnd five per cent of our wheat 
were sold abroad. 


Normally about 2,000,000 farm folk 


depended for their livelihood on farm 
products sold to continental Europe 
and 
another 2,000,000 depended on 


farm products sold to the 
United 


Kingdom. 


According to the Bureau of Agri- 


cultural Economics, the value of farm 
products exported in the six months 
ending in February 
of this year 


amounted to only ?155,000,000—compar- 
ed with $489,000,000 in the correspond- 
ing six months a year earlier (the 
first six months of the war). Until 
just recently, farm exports continued 
to hang around that all-time low 
level to which they plunged soon 
after the collapse of France a year 
ago.

Now Insures 
Better Feed 


Farmers Who 
Get Hay From 
Pasture Should 
Weed It Now 


Clipping weeds now in meadows 


and pastures is one way of ensur- 
ing better quality hay and greater 
carrying capacity of pastures, Oliver 
L. Adams, county, agent, points out. 


Mowing weeds at this season of the 


year has many advantages. Annual 
Weeds which would soon mature seed 
and 
thus , resccd themselves would 


be eradicated. Lcspcdeza meadows and 
permanent pastures that are just be- 
ginning to grow would have a chance 
to make better growth if weeds that 
have already made rank growth were 
clipped back. 


Clipping weeds is especially recom- 


mended by Charles P. Simmons of the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, to those farmers who 
are planning to save lespedeza seed, 
because mowing now would reduce 
the stand of many weeds that ma- 
ture seed at Die same time as les- 
pedeza. A systematic pasture-mowing 
program will almost completely con- 
trol bitterweeds and other annua 
we.eds within 2 or 3 years. 


In mowing lespedeza meadows the 


cutter bar of the mower should be 
set high enough to clip the "weeds 
without damaging the lespedeza. To 
control bitterweeds, the pasture shoulc 
be mowed just before the bitterweeds 
begin to blossom, setting the cuttei 
bar high enough to cut the weec 
just beneath the flower bud. The 
bitterwced will put out new buds at 
.the point where the stem was clip- 
ped and before the new buds oper 
they, too, should be clipped.

By Dishing Up 16 Millin of Them Every Year 


WASHINGTON — The little pro-^JJ 


blem' of providing lunch for Uncle 
Sam's nephews and nieces who work 
in government buildings is one of 
the less significant but still highly 
necessary aspects of life in your na-- 
tion's capital. 


-• For while Treasury and State De- 
partments are right down town, sur- 
rounded by restaurants, Agriculture, 
OPM,. Navy and a few of the other 
big offices are decidedly in the out- 
field and too far away from every- 
thing for the:, help .to run home or 
into town for lunch. And govern- 
ment employes have to eat just like 
everyone else, even if some of the 
taxpayers do claim they eat up too 
much. 


The way most lunch concessions are 


operated, everything is* on a pretty 
altruistic basis. If a clerk or mes- 
senger wants to pack his lunch in a 
newspaper or shoe box( that's all right, 
and he can come in and sit at a table

Below Normal 


Only 3,700 
Acres Reported 
Throughout State 


Roy Sellers, Extension Economist 


and Marketing Specialist advises that 
the April 1st Agricultural Marketing 
Service shows an indicated acreage 
of commercial potatoes in Arkansas of 
only 3,700 acres compared with 4,100 
last year and the 10-year average of 
5,100. The second early states, Arkan- 
sas, North Carolina, Oklahoma and 
Tennessee, have an indicated acreage 
of 43,000 acres this year as compared 
to the 10-year average of 49,000 acres. 
Three of these statej> Arkansas, North 
Carolina and Oklahoma, have decreas- 
ed acreages while the fourth state, 
Tennessee, has an increased acreage.
